On June 26, 2019, we acknowledged receipt of your 
request and informed you that your request was assigned to the complex track. 

We have reviewed your correspondence and determined that in order to process your FOIA 
request, the submission of a complete requestor name is required. The FOIA provides that upon receipt 
of a reasonably described request, records can be made available to a "person." See 5 USC § 552 
(a)(3)(A). Your anonymous request does not comport with this statutory requirement as implemented 
in the Department of Justice via 28 CFR Part 16, Subpart A, as no "person" is identified as submitting 
this request. As a result, this request has been administratively closed. 

For your information. Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement and 
national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552(c). This response is 
limited to those records that are subject to the requirements of the FOIA. This is a standard notification 
that is given to all our requesters and should not be taken as an indication that excluded records do, or 
do not, exist. 



If you are not satisfied with INTERPOL Washington’s determination in response to this 
request, you may administratively appeal by writing to the Director, Office of Information Policy
